VERY one of us has at some time or other 
suffered from stomachache. We all know the 
discomfort of it and how miserable it makes 


one feel. 


There is a form of stomachache which has a sud- 


den onset and is very severe while it lasts. 
This 


s acute infectious gastritis. 


Decomposed food, spoiled fruit, poor milk and 


nfected water are the most common sources of 
nfection. 


Many persons, even some doctors, consider acute 
DH, COPELJIM> 


nfectious gastritis to be ptomaine poisoning. It is a little more serious 
han that because the symptoms are so much more violent while they 
last that the consequent prostration-1 - - 
s that much greater. 


In gastritis there is high tempera- 


ure, rapid pulse, thirst, nausea and

danger of his becoming bowlegged? 


decrease in the gastric juices which 
causes great retching. Following- the 
decline of these acute symptoms 
there is great prostration, which may 
continue for a few days or even sev- 
eral weeks. 


The Orst thing to do at the onset 


of this trouble is to empty the stom- 
ach of all its contents. This may be 
accomplished 
by 
drinking 
large 
quantities of soda bicarbonate water, 
or a w-ak solution of permanganate 
of potash. A few cr3'stals of the per- 
manganate dissolved in a glassful o£ 
warm water will make a cherry so- 
lution. 
In extreme cases the doctor may 


find it necessary to empty the stom- 
ach by means of a stomach pump. 
This is a very simple procedure and 
will usually give immediate relief. 


Cntil the acute 
condition has 
passed the stomach should be kept 
empty. For nourishment enemas of 
milk and eggs, bla^k coffee or other 
liquids may be given. The doctor 
will advise about these if he consid- 
ers it necessary. 


When food is given the change 


from liquid to solid food should be 
gradual. At the slightest return of j 
the trouble all food should be with- 
held until the symptoms disappear, tion to drink water with meals? 
For the thirst small pieces of ice 
may be given, but it is best as far 
as possible not to give water.
